RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE COMMISSION ON 

PROBATION. 



"Before recommending probation in a case, the officer 
should be satisfied that such disposition can be made with 
due regard to the protection of the conmiunity: and further, 
that the past history and present disposition of the person 
investigated indicate that he may reasonably be expected 
to reform without punishment, and that he will comply with 
the conditions of probation." 

"Besides keeping himself informed of the conduct and 
surroundings of those placed on probation under his super- 
vision, the officer should win the confidence of his proba- 
tioners if possible; should impress upon them the fact that 
his purpose is not to watch, but to watch over them and 
to aid them to help themselves. He should learn, and seek to 
remove, the causes of their temptations; should aid and en- 
courage them by friendly advice and admonition, and take 
an active interest in reclaiming them from evil courses." 



PROBATION LAWS OF MASSACHUSETTS. 



PROBATION OFFICERS. 
Appointment. 

Revised Laws, Chapter 217, Section 81, as amended by Acts 

OF 1910, Chapter 332. 

Appointment. — The superior court may appoint pro- 
bation officers and the justice of each police, district or 
municipal court and the chief justice of the municipal court 
of the city of Boston skaU appoint one probation officer. 
Said chief justice may also appoint not more than eight 
male and three female assistant probation officers. The 
justice of the municipal court of the South Boston district 
and the justice of the municipal court of the Roxbury dis- 
trict and the justice of the third district court of Eastern 
Middlesex, may also each appoint one female assistant pro- 
bation officer. Each probation officer and assistant pro- 
bation officer so appointed shall hold his office during the 
pleasiu-e of the court which makes the appointment. 

Acts of 1906, Chapter 489, Section 6. 

Boston Juvenile Court. — The justice of the court here- 
by established [the Boston Juvenile Court] shall appoint two 
probation officers, each of whom shall hold office during the 
pleasure of the said justice, and shall have general authority 
to serve such process as may be directed to either of them 
by the court. The provisions of chapter two hundred and 
seventeen of the Revised Laws, and of all other statutes 
now or hereafter applicable to probation officers connected 
with courts in the city of Boston, shall, so far as they may 
be appropriate, apply to said probation officers, except as 
herein otherwise provided. The justice may also appoint as 
many deputy probation officers, without salary, as he may 
deem desirable. They shall assist probation officers in such 
ways as the court may direct in making investigations of 
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cases of children against -whom complaints have been made, 
and in the care of children who have been placed on pro- 
bation. 

Acts of 1907, Chapter 223. 

Worcester. — The justice of the central district court of 
Worcester may appoint a probation oflBicer for waywai:d and 
delinquent children and fix his salary, subject to the approval 
of the county commissioners of the county of Worcester. 
Said probation officer shall hold office during the pleasure of 
the justice of said court, and, so far as is practicable, he shall 
be given jurisdiction over all cases arising under chapter four 
hundred and thirteen of the acts of the year nineteen hun- 
dred and six. 

Acts of 1908, Chapter 190, Section 1. 

Springfield. — The justice of the police court of Spring- 
field may appoint a probation officer for wayward and delin- 
quent children and fix his salary, subject to the approval of 
the county conmiissioners of the county of Hampden. The 
probation officer shall hold office during the pleasure of the 
justice of the court, and, so far as is practicable, he shall be 
given jurisdiction over all cases arising under chapter four 
hundred and thirteen of the acts of the year nineteen hun- 
dred and six. 

Acts of 1908, Chapter 637, as amended by Acts of 1909, 

Chapter 216, Section 1. 

Classes B, C, D, E and F, Rozbury, and Other 
Courts. — The justice of each poUce, district and municipal 
court included in classes B, C, D, E and F, as said classes 
are defined by chapter four hundred and fifty-three of the 
acts of the year nineteen hundred and four and acts in amend- 
ment thereof, and of the municipal court of the Roxbury dis- 
trict of the city of Boston, if not now authorized to appoint 
a probation officer for wayward and delinquent children, may 
appoint such officer, who shall hold office during the pleasure 
of the court which makes the appointment and shall receive 
from the county such salary as the court, with the approval 
of the county commissioners, shall fix. The justice of each 
'police, district and municipal court not included in the said 
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classes, excepting the municipal court of the city of Bo& 
and the central district court of Worcester, may appoint suv^ 
an ofl&cer who shall serve without compensation. Salaried 
probation officers appointed as herein provided shall have, 
and, by direction of the court, unpaid officers may have, in 
cases of such children and of juvenile offenders, the power 
and authority of probation officers. But no such officer shall 
be appointed until the coromission on probation, established 
by chapter four hundred and sixty-five of the acts of the 
present year [1908], shall certify that his appointment is 
necessary.

Deputy Probation Officers. -^ The justice of every police, 
district and municipal court, excepting the municipal court 
of the city of Boston, may appoint one or more deputy proba- 
tion officers without compensation. They shall assist proba- 
tion officers for wa5rward and delinquent children in such 
ways as the court shall direct. 

Acts of 1910, Chapter 275, Section 1. 

Probation Officers Pro Tempore. — Vacations. — The 

justice of a police, district or municipal court may, in the 
absence of the probation officer, appoint a probation officer 
pro tempore, who shall have the powers and perform the 
duties of the probation officer, and who shall receive from 
the county as compensation for each day's service an amount 
equal to the rate by the day of the compensation of the pro- 
bation officer; but compensation so paid for any excess over 
thirty days' service by a probation officer pro tempore in 
any one calendar year shall be deducted by the county 
treasurer from the compensation of the probation officer. 

Revised Laws, Chapter 217, Section 83. 

Police Officers Ineligible.^ — Said probation officers 
shall not be active members of the regular police force, but 
so far as necessary in the performance of their official duties 
shall have all the powers of police officers, and if appointed

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by the superior court may, by its direction, act in any part 
of the commonwealth and shall report to the court. ITieir 
records may at all times be inspected by the chief of police 
or city marshal of any city or town, or by the board of police 
for the city of Boston. 

Acts op 1910, Chapter 485, Section 1. 

Notice of Appointment. — Upon the appointment or 
removal of a probation officer or assistant probation officer, 
the clerk of the court by which the appointment or removal 
is made shall forthwith give notice to the prison commis- 
sioners and to the commission on probation of the officer so 
appointed or removed. 

Acts of 1910, Chapter 479, Section 1. 

Compensation. — The compensation of each probation 
officer and assistant probation officer of a police, district or 
municipal court shall be determined by the justice thereof, 
subject to the approval of the county commissioners, and 
shall be paid by the county, upon vouchers approved by said 
justice. The salary of each probation officer who is appointed 
by the superior court shall be determined by the court, and 
shall be apportioned by it from time to time among the 
counties wherein said officer performs his services. 

Revised Laws, Chapter 217, Section 93. 

Expenses. — The reasonable expenses incurred by pro- 
bation officers of the superior court in the performance of 
their duties shall be approved and apportioned by the court, 
and paid by the county to which they are thus apportioned. 
Probation officers of police, district and municipal courts 
shall be reimbursed by the county for their actual disburse- 
ments for necessary expenses incurred while in the perform- 
ance of their duties, including their reasonable travelling 
expenses in attending the conferences authorized by section 
eighty-eight, not exceeding two hundred dollars to each in 
any one year, upon vouchers approved by the justice by 
whom they are appointed. 
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Acts of 1908, Chapter 465, Section 2. 

Conference Expense. — To promote co-ordination in the 
probation work of the courts, the commission [on probation] 
may call a conference of any or all of the justices of the 
municipal, police and district courts and the Boston juvenile 
court, or a conference of any or all of the probation oflScers 
and assistant probation officers; and a member of the com- 
mission shall preside over all such conferences. With the 
approval of the commission the prison commissioners, or the 
state board of charity, may hold a conference with any or 
all of the probation officers for the purpose of securing the 
co-operation of such officers in keeping trace of the where- 
abouts of persons who are at liberty from the prisons of the 
commonwealth. The travelling expenses of said justices or 
officers in attending any conference herein named, shall be 
paid as the other expenses of the respective courts are paid. 

Acts op 1906, Chapter 440. 

Support of Probationers. — The superior court or a 
police, district or municipal court may authorize a proba- 
tion officer to expend such amount as the court considers 
expedient for the temporary support or transportation, or 
both, of a person placed on probation, and such amount shall 
be repaid to the probation officer by the county upon vouchers 
approved by the court. A record of any amount so author- 
ized shall be entered on the clerk's docket of the case. 
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POWERS AND DUTIES OF PROBATION OFFICERS. 

Revised Laws, Chapteb 217, Section 84, 

Investigation. — Each probation officer shall inquire into 
the nature of every criminal case brought before the court 
under the appointment of which he acts, and may recom- 
mend that any person convicted thereby be placed upon 
probation. Female assistant probation officers shall investi- 
gate the cases of all women charged with crime in the munici- 
pal court of the city of Boston and perform such other duties 
as the justices of said court may require. Each probation 
officer shall keep full records of all cases investigated by him, 
of all cases placed in his care by the court, and of any other 
duties performed by him. The court may place the person 
so convicted in the care of a probation officer for such time 
and upon such conditions as may seem proper. The superior 
court may also place upon probation under any of its proba- 
tion officers any person charged before it with crime. Each 
person released upon probation shall be furnished by the 
probation officer with a written statement of the terms and 
conditions of his release. 

Acts of 1907, Chapteb 335. 

Restitution. — If a person is placed on probation upon 
condition that he shall make restitution or reparation to the 
person injured by him in the commission of his offence, and 
payment is not made at once, the court may order that it 
shall be made to the probation officer, who shall give receipts 
for all payments made to him, shall keep a record of the 
same, shall pay the money to the person injured and keep 
his receipt therefor, and shall notify the clerk of the court 
whenever the full amount of the money is received or paid 
in accordance with such order or with any modification 
thereof. 

Acts of 1908, Chapter 465, Section 3. 

Reports. — Every probation officer, except where there is 
more than one probation officer in any court, than the senior 
probation officer, shall transmit to the commission [on pro^ 
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bation] in such form and at such times as it shall require, 
detailed reports regarding the work of probation in the 
court; and under the direction of the commission a record 
shall be kept of all such cases as the conmiission may require 
for the information of the justices and probation officers. 
It shall be the duty of police officials to co-operate with the 
commission and the probation officers in obtaining and report- 
ing information concerning persons on probation. The in- 
formation so obtained and recorded shall be accessible at all 
times to the justices and officers of the courts, to the police 
commissoner of the city of Boston, and to all chiefs of pohce 
and city marshals. The prison commissioners and the state 
board of charity shall at all times give to the commission and 
the probation officers such information as may be obtained 
from the records concerning prisoners under sentence or who 
have been released. 
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DrunkenneBS. 

Revised Laws, Chapter 212. 

Arrest. — ^^ Section 36. Whoever is found in a state of 
intoxication in a public place, or is found in any place in a 
state of intoxication committing a breach of the peace or 
disturbing others by noise, may be arrested without a warrant 
by a sheriff, deputy sheriff, constable, watchman or poHce 
officer, and kept in custody in a suitable place until he has 
recovered from his intoxication. 

Release without Arraignment. — Section 37 [as 
amended by Acts of 1905, chapter 384, section 1], Whoever 
arrests a person for drunkenness shall make a complaint 
against him therefor at the next session of the court or of 
the trial justice having jurisdiction of the case; and such 
court or trial justice may proceed to hear and to dispose of 
the same according to due course of law; and may, if the 
accused has been released under the provisions of this section, 
order the issuance of a warrant for the arrest, or a summons 
for the appearance, of the accused for trial, or if the court is 
satisfied by the report of its probation officer, or otherwise, 
or if the trial justice is satisfied upon inquiry that the accused 
has not twice before been arrested for drunkenness within a 
year, and that his statement in writing hereinafter mentioned 
is true, the court or trial justice may thereupon direct that the 
accused, if still in custody, be released without arraignment; 
and if not in custody, that further proceedings in the case 
be suspended or that the complaint be dismissed. 

A person so arrested may, after he has recovered from his 
intoxication, make a statement in writing, addressed to the 
court or trial justice having jurisdiction of his offence, giving 
his name and address, setting forth what persons, if any, 
are dependent upon him for support, his place of employ- 
ment, if any, and whether he has been arrested for drunken- 
ness within the twelve months next preceding, and requesting 
to be released from custody; and may deUver said state- 
ment to the officer in charge of the place in which he is con- 
fined, who shall indorse thereon the name of the arresting 
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officer, and if the arrest is made within the jurisdiction of a 
trial justice, his opinion of the probable truth of said state- 
ment for the use of such trial justice, and shall transmit the 
same to such trial justice; and if the arrest is made within 
the jurisdiction of a court having a probation officer, the 
officer in charge of the place in which he is confined shall 
transmit such statement to said probation officer. Said pro- 
bation officer, or his assistants, shall forthwith inquire into 
the truth thereof and shall investigate the record of said 
person as to previous similar offences, and, for the use of 
the court having jurisdiction of the case, shall indorse on such 
statement, with his signature, the result of his investigation. 
The officer for the time being in charge of the place of custody 
in a town where no probation officer resides forthwith may 
release, and elsewhere the probation officer or assistant pro- 
bation officer of the court having jurisdiction of the offence 
may direct the officer in charge of the place of custody forth- 
with to release, and such officer so in charge shall thereupon 
release, such arrested person pursuant to his request: provided, 
that the officer so releasing or directing the release believes 
that the person arrested has given his true name and ad- 
dress, that he will appear upon a sunmions, and that he has 
not twice before been arrested for drunkenness within the pre- 
ceding twelve months. 

[Section 2.] The officer in charge of the place of custody 
in which a person arrested for drunkenness is confined shall 
inform him, when he has recovered from his intoxication, of 
his right to make a statement in writing and request for 
release as aforesaid, and an officer making an arrest under 
the authority of the preceding section shall not be liable for 
illegal arrest or imprisonment, if the person arrested is 
released at his request as herein provided. 

Record of Person released. — Section 38. A full record 
shall be kept by every court or trial justice of each case in 
which a person is released, as aforesaid, with the statement 
made by him. If a person is so released by any municipal 
court in Boston, or within their jurisdiction, a certified copy 
of said statement and the name of the officer making the 
arrest shall be sent by such court to the clerk of the municipal 
court of the city of Boston for criminal business. 
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Punishment. — Section 39. If a male is convicted of 
drunkenness by the voluntary use of intoxicating liquor, he 
may be punished by imprisonment in jail or in any place 
provided by law for common drunkards for not more than 
one year; or by imprisonment in the Massachusetts reforma- 
tory, as provided in section .twenty-nine of chapter two hun- 
dred and twenty. If a female is so convicted, she may be 
punished by imprisonment in jail of in any place provided 
by law for conmion drunkards for not more than one year 
or in the reformatory prison for women for not more than 
two years.* If the person so convicted shall satisfy the 
court or trial justice, by his own statement or otherwise, that 
he has not been arrested for drunkenness twice before within 
the preceding twelve months, or that, having been so arrested, 
he has been tried and acquitted in one of the cases, his case 
may be placed on file, or he may be punished by a fine of not 
more than fifteen dollars, and upon non-payment thereof he 
shall be committed to the jail, or house of correction, or to 
the workhouse, if there is any which has a criminal depart- 
ment in the city or town in which the offence was committed, 
until the fine is paid, but not more than thirty days. If a 
male is convicted of drunkenness three times withm twelve 
months he may be sentenced to the Massachusetts reforma- 
tory. 

Probation Officers shall furnish Records. — Section 
40. Probation officers shaU assist the courts appointing 
them, by obtaining and furnishing information relative to 
previous arrests, convictions and imprisonmente for drunken- 
ness, and such other facts as the court orders relative to 
persons accused of drunkenness. They shall keep a full 
record, well indexed, of each such case which they investi- 
gate, in such form as the court orders. Probation officers 
of the municipal courts in Boston shall furnish a copy of 
the record in each such case to the municipal court of the 
city of Boston, which shall cause all records and statements 
received by it to be so consolidated and kept that they may 
be readily consulted, and for such purpose may employ the 
necessary clerical assistance. The compensation for such

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service, which shall be fixed by the court, and such other 
necessary expenses as the court shall incur in complying with 
the provisions of this section shall be paid by the county of 
Suffolk, upon vouchers approved by the court. 

Records Open to Police. — Section 41. Records and 
statements made under the provisions of the four preceding 
sections shall be at all times open to the police officials of 
the cities and towns of this commonwealth. The board of 
police of Boston, city marshals and chiefs of police of other 
cities and towns, keepers of jails and masters of houses of 
correction shall furnish to each other and to probation offi- 
cers, and probation officers shall on application furnish to 
each other, all information in their possession relative to per- 
sons whose cases are imder investigation. 

Acts op 1908, Chapter 440, Section 1. 

Clerical Assistance in Boston Municipal Court. — The 

municipal court of the city of Boston may employ such cleri- 
cal assistance as it may deem necessary for the keeping, 
indexing and consolidation of the records required to be 
kept in said court under the provisions of section forty of 
chapter two hundred and twelve and section eighty-four of 
chapter two hundred and seventeen of the Revised Laws. 
The compensation for such service, which shall be fixed by 
the court, shall be paid by the county of Suffolk, upon vouch- 
ers approved by the court. 

Acts op 1909, Chapter 604. 

Dipsomaniacs. — Section 50. Any of the judges named 
in section twenty-nine may commit to the Foxborough state 
hospital, the McLean Hospital, or to a private licensed hospital 
or house, any male, or to any hospital or licensed receptacle, 
for the insane, public or private, except the Foxborough state 
hospital, any female, who is subject to dipsomania or in- 
ebriety either in public or private or who is so addicted to 
the intemperate use of narcotics or stimulants as to have 
lost the power of self control; but no such commitment shall 
be made until satisfactory evidence is presented to the judge 
by whom the proceedings for commitment are heard that such 
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person is not of bad repute or of bad character apart from 
such habits of intemperance. . . . 

Section 54. Any person who is a dipsomaniac or inebriate 
or addicted to the intemperate use of narcotics or stimulants, 
who is desirous of submitting himself for treatment in the 
Foxborough state hospital, or any hospital for the insane, 
or any hospital or receptacle licensed under the provisions 
of section twenty-four, and makes written application there- 
for, may be received by the trustees, superintendent or man- 
ager of such hospital or receptacle and detained therein as a 
boarder and patient. Such person shall not be detained for 
more than three dajrs after having given notice in writing of 
his intention or desire to leave the institution. The charges 
for the support of such person in a state institution shall be 
governed by the provisions of law applicable to the support 
of an insane person in said institution, provided the approval 
of the state board of insanity shall oe obtained in writing. 
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Non- Support — Wives and Minor Children. 

Acts of 1906, Chapter 501, as amended bt Acts of 1909, 

Chapter 180. 

Penalty for Neglect, etc. — Section 1. Any person 
who, being under a legal duty to provide for the support of 
his wife or of his or her minor child or children, unreasonably 
neglects to provide suitable support, or abandons or leaves 
them or any or either of them in danger of becoming a burden 
upon the public, or any parent, whether father or mother, 
whose minor child, by reason of the neglect, cruelty, drunken- 
ness, habits of crime, or other vice of such parent, is growing 
up without education or without salutary control, or without 
proper physical care, or in circumstances exposing him to lead 
an idle and dissolute Ufe, shall be punished by a fine of not 
more than one hundred dollars or by imprisonment for not 
more than six months. Proof of neglect to provide for the 
support of wife or minor child shall be prima facie proof that 
such neglect is unreasonable. 

Disposition of Fines, etc. — Section 2. All fines im- 
posed under the provisions of the foregoing section may, in 
the discretion of the court, be ordered to be paid in whole 
or in part to the wife or to the city, town, coiporation, society 
or person actually supporting the wife or minor child at the 
time the sentence is imposed, or to the treasurer of the com- 
monwealth, for the use of the state board of charity, if the 
minor child has been committed to said board. 

Payments while on Probation. — Section 3. If a per- 
son convicted under the provisions of this chapter is placed 
on probation or if his sentence is suspended and he is placed 
on probation under the provisions of chapter three hundred 
and thirty-eight of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and 
five, the court may require, as a condition of such probation, 
in addition to such other conditions as the court may deem 
proper, that such person pay from time to time to the wife, 
or to the probation officer, or to such person as the court 
may designate, such reasonable sum as the court may direct 
for the support of the wife or minor child, and the court may 
also require as a further condition of such probation tha

such person give a bond, with or without sureties, in a sum 
not exceeding two hundred dollars, to the justice of said court 
and his successors that he will make such payments. Suit 
may be brought upon said bond by any person authorized by 
the court, and the proceeds of the suit shall be applied to the 
support of the wife or minor child, as the court shall direct. 
The court may place the case on file on similar conditions 
and may take it from the files at any time. The court may 
at any time in its discretion modify and alter the conditions 
on which a person is placed on probation or on which his 
case is placed on file. 

Payments may be transferred to City, Town, etc. — 
Section 4. The court may order any sums paid under the 
provisions of the foregoing section to be paid over in whole 
or in part to the city, town, corporation or society support- 
ing the wife or minor child at the time the sentence is imposed, 
or to the treasurer of the conamonwealth, for the use of the 
state board of charity, when the complaint is for neglect to 
provide for the support of a minor child or of minor children 
who have been committed to the custody of said state board. 

Acts of 1905, Chapteb 307 (affected by Acts of 1907, Chapter 
563, Section 26, and revived by Acts of 1908, Chapter 104, 
Sections 1 and 2). 

Court may require Bond. — Whoever unreasonably 
neglects to provide for the support of his wife or minor child 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than twenty dollars 
or by imprisonment for not more than six months. All fines 
imposed under the provisions of this section may, in the dis- 
cretion of the court, be paid in whole or in part to the city, 
town, corporation, society or person actually supporting such 
wife or minor child at the time of making the complaint. 
Proof of neglect to provide for the support of a wife or minor 
child as aforesaid shall be prima facie evidence that such 
neglect is unreasonable. If a person punishable under the 
provisions of this section is placed on probation, the court 
may require, as a condition thereof, that from time to time 
he shall pay to his wife for her support and for the support 
of his minor child such reasonable sum as the court shall 
direct, or that he shall pay the same to the probation officer 
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of said court, or to such other person as the court shall desig- 
nate, for the support of the wife or child. The court may 
from time to time modify and change its decrees as the inter- 
ests of justice require; and the court may, in its discretion, 
also require such person to give a bond, with sufiBcient sure- 
ties, payable to the justice thereof, and to his successors, that 
he will make the said payments. The bond shall be for an 
amount not exceeding two hundred dollars, and the court 
may, in its discretion, release such person upon his own 
recognizance in a sum not exceeding two hundred dollars, 
whenever the interests of justice so require. Suit may be 
brought upon the bond by any person authorized thereto by 
the court, and the proceeds of the suit shall be applied to 
the support of the wife or child as aforesaid.

Release from Prison. — A probation oflSicer may, with 
the consent of the county commissioners, or, in the county 
of Suffolk, of the penal institutions commissioner of the city 
of Boston, investigate the case of any person who is imprisoned 
in a jail or house of correction upon a sentence of not more 
than six months, or upon a longer sentence of which not 
more than six months remain unexpired, for the purpose of 
ascertaining the probabihty of his reformation if released 
from imprisonment. If, after such investigation, he recom- 
mends the release of the prisoner, and the court which im- 
posed the sentence, or, if the sentence was imposed by the 
superior court, the district attorney, certifies a concurrence in 
such recommendation, the county commissioners or the penal 
institutions commissioner may, & they consider it expedient, 
release him upon probation, upon such terms and conditions 
as they may prescribe and may require a bond for the ful- 
fillment of such conditions. The surety upon any such bond 
may at any time take and surrender his principal, and the 
county commissioners or the penal institutions commis- 
sioner may at any time order any prisoner released by them 
upon probation to return to the prison from which he was 
released. The provisions of this section shall not apply to 
persons held upon sentence of the courts of the United States.

Aid by County Commissioners. — The county com- 
missioners may provide a prisoner who is released from 
prison on probation with such amount of money as in their 
opinion can be wisely used to encourage his reformation, or 
they may pay it to a probation officer to .be used for such 
prisoner. 
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Revised Laws, Chapter 46, Section 7. 

Truants on Probation. — A court or magistrate by 
whom a child has been convicted of an offence under the 
provisions of this chapter may place such child on probation 
under the oversight of a truant officer of the city or town in 
which the child resides, or of a probation officer of said court, 
for such period and upon such conditions as said court or 
magistrate may deem best; and if, within such period, the 
child violates the conditions of his probation, such truant 
officer or probation officer may, without warrant or other 
process, taJce the child before the court, and the court may 
thereupon sentence him or may make any other lawful dis- 
position of the case. 



Revised Laws, Chapter 220, as amended by Acts of 1905, 

Chapter 338. 

Execution of Sentence suspended. — Section 1. When 
a person convicted before a municipal, police or district court 
is sentenced to imprisonment, or to pay a fine and to stand 
conunitted until the same is paid, the court may direct that 
the execution of said sentence be suspended, and that he be 
placed on probation for such time and on such terms and con- 
ditions as it shall fix. In case the sentence is to pay a fine 
not exceeding ten dollars, and to stand committed until the 
same is paid, if the court finds that the defendant is unable 
to pay the fine when it is imposed, and will not probably 
default, and that it will not be detrimental to the interests 
of the public, the execution of the sentence shall be so sus- 
pended and he shall be placed on probation. When the execu- 
tion of a sentence to pay a fine has been suspended as afore- 
said, one of the conditions of the probation shall be that the 
fine shaU be paid during the period of probation. Said fine 
shall be paid to the probation officer, whereupon the order 
of comimitment shall be void. The probation officer shall 
give a receipt for every fine so paid, shall keep a record of 
the same, shall pay the fine to the clerk of the court at its 
next session, and shall keep on file the clerk's receipt therefor. 
If at the end of said period the probation officer shall report 
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to the court that the fine is unpaid, and that in his opinion 
the person is unable to pay the same, the court may either 
extend said period, place the case on file or revoke the sus- 
pension of the execution of the sentence. 

Arrest of Probationer. — Section 2. At any time before 
the final disposition of the case of a person who has been 
placed on probation in the custody of a probation officer, 
the probation officer may arrest him without a warrant and 
take him before the court, or the court may issue a warrant 
for his arrest. When he is taken before the court, it may, 
if he has not been sentenced, sentence him or make any other 
lawful disposition of the case, and if he has been tsentenced, 
it may continue or revoke the suspension of the execution 
of his sentence. If such suspension is revoked, the sentence 
shall be in full force and effect. 

Acts op 1907, Chapter 390. 

Investigation relative to Suit for Divorce. — Any jus- 
tice of the superior court may, if he deems it advisable, appoint 
an attorney to investigate and report to the court in relation 
to any suit for divorce or any suit to have a marriage declared 
void, and may direct such attorney, or any other attorney, 
to defend the suit. The attorney may be appointed either 
before or after a decree of divorce nisi has been granted, and 
may enter objections to such decree nisi becoming absolute 
in the same manner as the libeUee. The compensation for 
his services shall be fixed by the court, and shall be paid by 
the county in which the suit is pending, together with any 
expenses approved by the court, upon certificate by a jus- 
tice thereof to the county treasurer. The district police, 
local police and probation officers shall assist the attorney 
so appointed, if he requests their assistance. 

Revised Laws, Chapter 82, Section 12, as amended by Acts

Defendants in Bastardy Cases may be discharged. — 

If the defendant is committed under the provisions of section 
nine [chapter eighty-two of the Revised Laws] and the com- 
plaint is not entered at the return day of the superior court 
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at which he was required to appear, he may make applica- 
tion to said court to be discharged; and if it appears, after 
such notice as the court may order, that there is no ground 
to hold him to answer further to the complaint, the court 
shall order him to be discharged. If after entry the com- 
plainant neglects or refuses to prosecute such complaint, the 
district attorney, upon notification from a probation officer 
or from the keeper of the jail in which such defendant is 
confined that the proceedings have been unreasonably pro- 
longed, shall bring the case to the attention of the superior 
court which, after such notice to the complainant and such 
investigation as it shall deem necessary, may order the defend- 
ant to be discharged. 

Revised Laws, Chapter 217. 

Penalty for Neglect of Duties. — Section 95. A proba- 
tion officer or assistant probation officer who refuses or 
neglects to perform any of the duties required of him by the 
seven preceding sections shall forfeit two hundred dollars to 
the use of the commonwealth. 

Information to Court of Prior Convictions. — Section 
96. Every probation officer shall inform the court, so far 
as is possible, whether a person on trial has previously been 
convicted of crime. 

Duties of State Board of Charity not affected. —

New Bail after Surrender. — A person who, being ar- 
rested on a criminal charge, forfeits or makes default upon 
his bail bond or recognizance or has been surrendered by a 
probation officer shall not be again released upon further 
bail or recognizance in the same case, unless by order of a 
justice of the court in which such charge was pending at the 
time of said default or of such surrender by a probation officer. 
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An Act relative to Delinquent Children. 

Acts op 1906, Chapter 413. 

Court. — Section 1. The word "court," whenever used 
in this act, shall be construed to mean a police, district or 
municipal court, or a trial justice. 

Probation Officer. — The words "probation officer" shall 
be construed to mean a probation officer or assistant proba- 
tion officer of the court having jurisdiction of the pending 
case. 

Delinquent Child. — The term "delinquent child" shall 
be construed to mean any boy or girl between the ages of 
seven and seventeen years, who violates any city ordinance 
or town by-law, or commits an offence not punishable by 
death or by imprisonment for life. 

Wayward Child. — The words "wajrward child" shall be 
construed to mean a boy or girl between seven and seventeen 
years of age who habitually associates with vicious or immoral 
persons, or who is growing up in circumstances exposing him 
or her to lead an immoral, vicious or criminal life. 

Intent of the Act. — Section 2. This act shall be liber- 
ally construed to the end that the care, custody and discipline 
of the children brought before the court shall approximate as 
nearly as possible that which they should receive from their 
parents, and that, as far as practicable, they shall be treated, 
not as criminals, but as children in need of aid, encourage- 
ment and guidance. Proceedings against children under this 
act shall not be deemed to be criminal proceedings. 

Complaint. — Section 3. If complaint is made to any 
court that a boy or girl between the ages of seven and seven- 
teen years is a wayward child or a delinquent child, said court 
shall examine on oath the complainant and the witnesses, if 
any, produced by him, and shall reduce the complaint to 
writing, and cause it to-be subscribed by the complainant.' 

1 Chapter 411 of the Acta of 1907 reads as follows : — 

"Section 1. The Boston juvenile court shall have the same powers and au- 
thority over all children who become seventeen years of age pending adjudica- 
tion on their cases, or during continuances or probation, or after their cases have 
been placed on file, which it would have had prior to their becoming seventeen 
years of age: provided, that nothing herein contained shall be construed to au- 
thorize the commitment of any child over seventeen years of age to the state 
industrial school for girls at LancastOT, and that nothing herein contained shall 

ive said court any power or authority over said children i^N;er they become 

fhteen years of age." 
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Summons to issue. — If said child is under fourteen 
years of age, said court shall first issue a summons requiring 
it to appear before such court at the time and place named 
therein, and such simunons shall be issued in all other cases, 
instead of a warranty unless, in the judgment of the court, 
there is reason to beheve that he or she will not appear upon 
a summons, in which case, or in any case in which a child has 
been summoned as aforesaid and did not appear, said court 
may issue a warrant reciting the substance of the complaint, 
and requiring the officer to whom it is directed forthwith to 
take such child and bring it before said court to be dealt with 
according to law, and to summon such witnesses as shall be 
named therein to appear and give evidence at the examination. 

Commitment. — A child under fourteen years of age 
shall not be conmiitted to a lock-up, police station or house 
of detention, or to a jail or house of correction, to the state 
farm, or the house of correction at Deer island in the city of 
Boston, pending an examination, in default of bail, or for the 
non-payment of a fine, except as provided in sections five 
and nine, or upon conviction of any offence not punishable. 
by death or imprisonment for life: provided, that a boy twelve 
years of age or over, arrested in the act of violating a law 
of the commonwealth, or on a warrant, may, in the discre- 
tion of the arresting officer, be committed to a lock-up, police 
station or house of detention. 

Probation Officer to be notified. — Whenever a child 
imder seventeen years of age has been committed to a lock-up, 
pohce station or house of detention the probation officer and 
at least one of its parents, and, if there is no parent, then the 
person with whom such child resides, shall be notified at once 
of said commitment. The officer of the place of custody in 
which such child is confined, on the written request of the 
probation officer, shall release such child to him, imless the 
officer who made the commitment shall make a written request 
for his detention. Said probation officer shall notify such 
child of the time and place of the hearing of its case. * 

^ Chapter 286 of the Acts of 1908 provides as follows: — 

"Sbction 1. Any child between the ages of seven and seventeen who has 
been anested with or without a warrant may, unless the justice or magistrate of 
the court issuing the warrant has otherwise directed in the warrant, be released 
by the officer to whom the warrant is delivered, upon the written promise of the 
parent, guardian or any other reputable person, to be responsible for the ap- 
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Summons to issue to Parent of Child. — Section 4. 
If a boy or girl is brought before such court upon a warrant, 
or has been summoned to appear, as provided in the preced- 
ing section, a summons shall be issued to at least one of its 
parents, if either of them is known to reside within the city 
or town where such child was foimd, and, if there is no sucn 
parent, then to its lawful guardian, if there is one known to 
be so resident, and if not, then to the person with whom such 
child resides, if known. ^ Said summons shall require the 
person upon whom it is served to appear at a time and place 
stated therein, and show cause why such boy or girl should 
not be adjudged a wa3rward or delinquent child, as the case 
may be. If there is no such parent, guardian or person who 
can be smnmoned as aforesaid, the court may appoint a 
suitable person to act in behalf of such child. 

Time for Appearance. — If such child is summoned, the 
time for appearance fixed m the summons to a parent, guar- 
dian or other person, as herein provided, shall, when prac- 
ticable, be the same as that fixed for the appearance of said 
child. 

How Summons shall be served. — A summons required 
by this act, unless service thereof is waived in writing, shall 
be served by a constable or police officer, by delivering it 
personally to the person to whom it is addressed, or by leav- 
ing it with a person of proper age to receive the same, at the 
place of residence or business of such person; and said con- 

pearanoe of said child in court at the time and place when the child ii to appear, 
and at any other time to which the hmring in the case may be continued or ad- 
journed by the court." 

> Chapter 196 of the Acts of 1907 reads as foUows: — 

''Section 1. If, at anv time during the pendency of any case before any court 
or magistrate against a child imder seventeen years of age, whether it be pending 
adjudication or during continuances or probation, or after the case has beoi taken 
from the files, the court or magistrate desires the presence of any parent or guar- 
dian of said child, or anv i)er8on with whom said cnild resides, the court or magis- 
trate may summon such parent, guardian or peraon, in the manner provided in 
section four of chapter four hundred and thirteen of the acts of the year nineteen 
hundred and six. 

"SscTioN 2. If any person to whom a summons is issued under the x»eceding 
section or under section four of said chapter four hundred and thirteen, or under 
section one of chapto- three hundred and thirty-four of the acts of the year nine- 
teen hundred and three, fails to appear in response to such summons, tiie court 
or magistrate which issued the sunmions may issue a capias to compd the at- 
tendance of such person, and such capias shaU be issued and served in the same 
manner as a capias to compel the attendance of witnesses who have faSSoA to ap- 
pear on a subpcena issued in behalf of the commonwealth in a criminal case." 
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stable or officer shall immediately make return to the court 
of the time and manner of the service. 

Agent of State Board of Charity to attend Pro- 
ceedings. — K the court shall be of opinion that the inter- 
ests of an alleged wayward or delinquent child require the 
attendance, at any proceedings, of an agent of the state 
board of charity, and shall request such attendance, of said 
board, an agent thereof shall attend such proceedings, to 
protect the interests of said child. 

Hearings may be adjourned. — Appeal. — Section 5. 
Hearings upon cases arising under this act may be adjourned 
from time to time. A child that has been adjudged by the 
court a wayward or delinquent child may appeal to the 
superior court, and such child shall, at the time of such adju- 
dication, be notified of its right to appeal. The appeal, if 
taken, shall be entered, tried and determined in like manner 
as appeals from trial justices in criminal cases. The pro- 
visions of section thirty-four of chapter two hundred and 
seventeen, and of section twenty-two of chapter two hundred 
and nineteen of the Revised Laws, relative to recognizances 
in cases continued or appealed, shall be applicable in cases 
arising under this act.^ 

Care of Child held for Examination. — A child under 
fourteen years of age, who has been held for examination or 
trial, or to prosecute an appeal to the superior court, if unable 

1 The {novieions of these sections are as follows: — 

Revised Laws, chapter 217, section 34: "The court or justice may adjourn 
an examination or trial from time to time, not exceeding ten days at any one time 
without the consent of the defendant, and to the same or a different place in the 
county. In the mean time, if the defendant is charged with a crime not bailable, 
he sluUl be committed ; otherwise, he may be recognized in a sum and with sureties 
to the satisfaction of the court or justice, for his appearance for such further ex- 
amination, and for want of such recognizance he shall be committed."

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to furnish bail, shall be committed to the care of the state 
board of charity or of a probation officer. The person to 
whose care it is so committed shall provide for its safe keeping 
and for its appearance at its examination or trials or at the 
prosecution of its appeal. 

May be committed to Jail. — A child fourteen or more 
years of age, so held, if imable to furnish bail shall be so com- 
mitted to a probation officer, imless the court, upon immediate 
inquiry, shall be of opinion that, if so committed, such child 
wiU not appear at such examination or trial, in which case 
said child may be committed to jail. 

Authority of Probation Officer. — Said probation officer 
shall have all the authority, rights and powers, in relation to 
a child committed to his care under this section, and in relar 
tion to a child released to him, as provided in section three, 
which he would have if he were surety upon the recognizance 
of such a child. 

Court to designate Time for Hearings. — Section 6. 
Courts shall designate suitable times for the hearing of cases 
of juvenile offenders, and wayward or delinquent children, 
which shall be called the session for children, for which a 
separate docket and record shall be kept. Said session shall 
be separate from that for the trial of criminal cases, and as 
far as practicable shall be held in rooms not used for such 
trials. No minor shall be allowed to be present at any such 
hearing unless his presence is necessary, either as a party or 
as a witness, or, in the opinion of the court, in the interests 
of justice. 

Investigation. — Section 7. Every case of a wayward 
child or a delinquent child shall be investigated by the pro- 
bation officer, who shall make a report regarding the character 
of such child, his school record, his home, his surroundings 
and the previous complaints against him, if any. He shall 
be present in court at the trial of the case, and furnish the 
court with such information and assistance as shall be re- 
quired. At the end of the probation period of a child that 
has been placed on probation, the officer in whose care it 
has been shall make a report as to its conduct during such 
period. 

Court to examine Cases. — Section 8. At the hearing 
of a complaint against a child the court shall examine such 
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child, and any witnesses that appear, and take such testi- 
mony relative to the case as shaU be produced. If the alle- 
gations against a child are proved, it may be adjudged a 
wayward or delinquent child, as the case may be. 

Care of Wayward Child. — If a child is adjudged a way- 
ward child, the court may place it in the care of a probation 
officer for such time and upon such conditions as may seem 
proper, or may deal with it in the manner provided by law 
for the disposal of the case of a neglected child. 

Care of Delinquent Child. — If a child is adjudged a 
delinquent child, the court may place the case on file, or 
may place the child in the care of a probation officer for 
such time and on such conditions as may seem proper. If 
it is alleged in the complaint upon which the child is so 
adjudged, that a law of the commonwealth has been vio- 
lated, the court may, with the consent of the state board of 
charity, authorize said board to take and indenture such 
child, or place it in charge of any person, and if at any time 
thereafter such child proves unmanageable, to commit such 
child, if a boy under fifteen years of age, to the Lyman school 
for boys, or if a girl under seventeen years of age, to the 
state industrial school for girls, until such child attains the 
age of twenty-one years. Said board may provide for the 
maintenance, in whole or in part, of any child so indentured 
or placed in charge of any person. 

May be committed to Institution. — The court shall 
also have power to commit such delinquent child to any 
institution to which it might be committed upon a convic- 
tion for such violation of law, excepting a jail or house of 
correction, and all laws applicable to a boy or girl committed 
upon such a conviction shall apply to a delinquent child 
committed under this section. 

Court to make Disposition of Cases. — Section 9. If 
a child has been placed in care of a probation officer, as pro- 
vided in this act, said officer, at any time before the final 
disposition of the case, may arrest such child without a war- 
rant and take him before the court, or the court may issue 
a warrant for his arrest. When such child is before the 
court, it may make any disposition of the case which it might 
have made before said child was placed on probation, or may 
continue or extend the period of probation. 
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Penalty for violating Conditions. — If the court shall 
find that such child has violated the conditions of its pro- 
bation, it may impose a fine, not exceeding five dollars, and 
if the fine is not paid at once, in whole or in part, may order 
that said child stand committed to jail until the same is paid, 
but not exceeding five days. Said court shall suspend the 
execution of said order and continue the probation for such 
time as it shall fix, unless in the opinion of the court such 
child will default. Said fine may be paid to the probation 
officer, whereupon the order for commitment shall be void. 
If at the end of the period of such suspension the probation 
officer shall report that said fine is unpaid, the court may 
extend such period, or place the case on file, or revoke the 
suspension of the execution of the order of commitment. If 
the fine, or any part thereof, is paid to the probation officer, 
he shall give a receipt therefor, shall keep a record of the pay- 
ment, shall pay the same to the clerk of the court at its next 
session, and shall keep on file the clerk's receipt therefor. 

Disposition of Child not to be admitted as Evi- 
dence. — Section 10. A disposition of any child imder this 
act, or any evidence given in such case, shall not, in any pro- 
ceeding, in any court, be lawful or proper evidence against 
such child for any purpose, excepting in subsequent criminal 
proceedings, or subsequent cases of delinquency or wayward- 
ness against the same child. 

Violation of City Ordinance or Town By-law. — 
Section 11. If it shall be alleged in a complaint made 
under this act that a boy or girl has committed an offence 
against a law of the commonwealth, or has violated a city 
ordinance or town by-law, and the court shall be of opinion 
that his or her welfare, and the interests of the public, require 
that he or she should be tried for said offence or violation, 
instead of being dealt with as a delinquent child, the court 
may, after a hearing on said complaint, order that it be dis- 
missed. Criminal proceedings shall not be begun against 
any child between the ages of seven and fourteen, except 
for an offence punishable by death or imprisonment for life, 
unless proceedings against it as a delinquent child have been 
begun and dismissed as aforesaid. 

Delinquent Child may be required to make Besti- 
" 'ttion. — Section 12. If, in adjudging a person to be a 
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delinquent child, the court shall find, as an element of such 
delinquency, that he has committed an act involving liability 
in a civil action, and such delinquent child shall be placed 
on probation, as herein provided, the court may require, as 
a condition thereof, that he shall make restitution x)t repara- 
tion to the injured person, to such an extent and in such sum 
as the court shall determine. If the payment is not made at 
once, it shall be made to the probation officer, who shall give 
a receipt therefor, shall keep a record of the payment, shall 
pay the money to said injiired person, and keep on file his 
receipt therefor. 

Parent of Child may be punished. — Section 13. If 
a boy or girl is adjudged to be a wayward child or a delin- 
quent child, as defin^ by this act, a parent of such child 
who is found to have been responsible for such waywardness 
or delinquency, shall be pimished by a fine of not more than 
fifty dollars, or by imprisonment in jail for not more than 
six months. 

Supervision by State Board of Charity. — Section 14. 
The state board of charity shall have authority to supervise 
the probation work for wayward and delinquent children, 
and to make such inquiries as it considers necessary in regard 
to the same, and in its annual report may make such recom- 
mendations as it considers advisable for the improvement 
of methods of dealing with such children. 

Section 15. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with 
this act are hereby repealed. 
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COMMISSION ON PROBATION. 

Acts of 1908, Chapter 465. 

Organization. — Section 1. The chief justice of the 
superior court shall appoint five persons, one or more of 
whom may be justices of the courts, to be a Commission on 
Probation. Their terms of office shall be so designated at 
the time of appointment that the term of one member shall 
expire on the second Wednesday of July in each of the five 
years following; and in each year hereafter the said chief 
justice shall in like manner appoint one member for a term of 
five years. A vacancy in the commission shall be filled in 
the same manner for the unexpired term. Any member of 
the commission may be removed by the chief justice. The 
commission shall appoint a deputy commissioner, who shall 
be its executive officer and shall hold office during its pleasure. 
He shall perform such duties as may be required of him by 
the commission; and shall receive such salary as it shall 
determine. The commission shall be provided with suitable 
office accommodations, in the Suffolk county court house or 
elsewhere, and may employ such assistance as is needed to 
perform its work. The members of the commission shall 
receive no compensation for services hereunder, but they 
and the deputy commissioner shall be allowed the necessary 
expenses incurred in the performance of their official duties. 
The expense incurred under this section shall not exceed five 
thousand dollars in any one year, and shall be paid from the 
treasury of the commonwealth, and the bills therefor shall 
be approved and paid in the same manner in which other 
bills against the commonwealth are approved and paid. 

Records of Probation Officers. — Section 2. The com- 
mission shall prescribe the form of all records and of all 
reports from probation officers, and shall make rules for the 
registration of reports and for fche^'exchange of information 
between the courts. It shall provide for such organization 
and co-operation of the probation officers in the several 
courts as may seem advisable. To promote co-ordination 
in the probation work of the courts, the commission may 
call a conference of any or all of the justices of the munici- 
\\j pohce and district courts and the^Boston juvenile'court. 
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or a conference of any or all of the probation officers and 
assistant probation officers; and a member of the commis- 
sion shall preside over all such conferences. With the ap- 
proval of the conmiission the prison commissioners, or the 
state board of charity, may hold a conference with any or 
all of the probation officers for the purpose of securing the 
co-operation of such officers in keeping trace of the where- 
abouts of persons who are at Uberty from the prisons of the 
commonwealth. The travelling expenses of said justices or 
officers in attending any conference herein named, shall be 
paid as the other expenses of the respective courts are paid. 

Reports from Probation Officers. — Section 3. Every 
probation officer, except where there is more than one pro- 
bation officer in any court, then the senior probation officer, 
shall transmit to the commission in such form and at such 
times as it shall require, detailed reports regarding the work 
of probation in the court; and under the direction of the com- 
mission a record shall be kept of all such cases as the conmiis- 
sion may require for the information of the justices and 
probation officers. It shall be the duty of police officials to 
co-operate with the conmfiission and the probation officers in 
obtaining and reporting information concerning persons on 
probation. The information so obtained and recorded shaU 
be accessible at all times to the justices and officers of the 
courts, to the poUce commissioner of the city of Boston, and 
to all chiefs of police and city marshals. The prison conmiis- 
sioners and the state board of charity shall at all times give 
to the commission and the probation officers such informa^ 
tion as may be obtained from the records concerning prison- 
ers under sentence or who have been released. 

Annual Report of Commission. — Section 4. In the first 
week of January annually the commission shall transmit to 
the general court a report of the probation work of the courts 
for the year ending on the thirtieth day of September preced- 
ing. The report shall include such information as the com- 
mission may consider to be useful, with any suggestions or 
recommendations that it desires to make. Five hundred 
copies of the report shall be printed for the special use of 
the commission. 

Act not to affect Certain Authority of Courts. — 
Section 5. The provisions of this act shall not aflfect thp 
authority of the courts to require the keeping by their p? 
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bation officers of probation records in addition to those neces- 
sary in order to conform to forms of records and reports 
prescribed by the commission. The authority of the courts 
to approve expenses and disbursements relating to the proba- 
tion system shall not be affected by any provision of tMs act. 

Section 6. Sections eighty-five to ninety, both inclusive, 
of chapter two hundred and seventeen of the Revised Laws, 
and all acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. But nothing herein shall be construed to repeal 
or affect the provisions of chapter four himdred and thirteen 
of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and six. 

Section 7. The first section of this act shall take effect 
on the first day of July, and all the other sections on the first 
day of October, in the year nineteen hundred and eight.

RESOLUTIONS OF INTERNATIONAL PRISON 

CONGRESS. 



At the International Prison Congress, Washington, D. C, 
held Oct. 1 to 8, 1910, delegates representing thirty-nine 
different governments unanimously adopted the following 
resolutions : — 

"That the effects of probation are beneficial when applied with 
due regard to the protection of the community, and to persons 
who may reasonably be expected to reform, without resorting 
to imprisonment; and when the probationers are placed for a 
reasonable length of time under the supervision of competent 
officers. 

*'That the effects of suspended sentence, without probationary 
oversight, are difficult, if not impossible, to ascertain. 

" That it is desirable to introduce and extend laws providing; 
for probation, and provide in each State or country some central 
authority which will exercise general supervision over probation 
work." 
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
